ZONING BALLOTS MAILED 


Opinion of Clumber of Commerce 


MPmben Asked in Began! to Zon- 
ing Ordinance for City—Explana- 
tion of Zoning and How Effected. 
Ballots in the referendum on Zon- 


ing being taken of th« Chamber of 
Commerce membership were mailed 
last evening.- Each member of the 
Chamber Is requested to send In a vote 
on the question, "Do you favor the 
adoption of Zoning Ordinances for the 
city of Oneonta."

In addition to the arguments for 


and against the proposition, as draft- 
ed by separate contmlttees of mem- 
bers who believed in the fact* and 
opinions they advanced, the following 
explanations of Zoning and of how 
Oneonta would be zoned were mailed 
with the ballots: 


Explanation of Zoning. 


Zoning has three phases. Most Im- 


portant are the "use" regulations. 
Residential districts, commercial dis- 
tricts, and industrial districts, are cre- 
ated throughout the city, following-a 
scientific survey of the existing char- 
acter of each area thus districted and 
a study of its probably future growth. 
Buildings erected in the future are 
restricted in use to the "use" of the 
district. Thus, commercial establish- 
ments and industries may not enter 
residential districts and industries may 
not be started in commercial districts. 


Second in importance are the "area" 


regulations of zoning. .Residential sec- 
tions »r« placed in certain districts 
in whicn tne proportion of the lot a 
new bi'ildins may cover is regulnud. 
varying in each district according to 
the present density, the type and the 
value of existing residences, and the 
desiies of property owners. Minimum 
side-yard and rear yard depths are 
fixed in each district. A building line 
is fixed for each street, beyond which 
new buildings may not front. 
De- 


tached houses are required in some 
districts, thus regulating the location 
of two-family houses and tenements. 
In commercial districts, ''area" regu- 
lations are chiefly those of a build- 
ing line, and a rear j'ard requirement 
sufficient for adequate fire fighting. 


Height regulation"! ore devised to 


protect the light and ventilation or 
existing buildings and to prevent co 
gestion. 
The heighf of a. new build- 


ing is governed principally by street 
widths and traffic congestion. The lo- 
cation of apartment houses, is govern- 
ed by "height" regulations as well as 
by "ares" regulations. 


Oneonta Would He Zoned. 


It is understood that the phrase- 


ology of the question, "the preparation 
of zoning ordinances." means: 
1. That the Common Council should 


engage A consulting engineer who has 
had successful experience in zoning 
other cities, at a maximunrexpense of 
between J2.000 and $2,500, and that 
a City Planning Commission should 
be appointed to supervise his work. 


2. That following the publication in 


The Star of the ordinances and maps 
prepared by the engineer and approv- 
ed by the City Planning Commission 
public hearings should be held for 
citizens of the various districts, Kt 
which the regulations for their dis- 
trict would be fully explained to them 
and their desires for more or less 
stringent regulations v\%>uld be ex- 
pressed to the City Planning Commis- 
sion for amendment 
of the ordin- 


ances; also that the Common Counci 
should hold such public, hearings as 
it may deem necessary before adopt- 
ng the ordinances, as amended. 


3. That the City Planning Commis- 


ion should administer the Zoning Or- 
dinances and should have power to de- 
cide border lines of the various di«- 
rlcts and exceptional cases*, to rectify 
mistakes made in passing- on building 
permits, and to propose to the Com- 
mon Council desirable amendments 
0 the ordinances proposed by the 
greater majority of property owners 
n the district affected. 


4. That the oidlnances will regulate 


new buildings only and will' not be 
retroactive in effect.
